The following singular statement of facts 


is contributed to tlie "Editor's Drawer" of 
Utrper's Magazine for August, by George 
A. liauBcom, of Lowell, llast.: 


Tlie reading of tlia "i'uzzle for Metaphy- 


sicians," in Hie Juue number of yoiii 
Monthly, recalls to tbe wilier tbe most re- 
markable experience of like suture which a 
nautical experience of tweily ya»ra afforded.

In 1809 I was In Suez, in command of 


the British steamship Neera, belonging to 
the -Bombay anil Bengal Steamship Com- 
pany—a company owning a hue of steam- 
ers born of the necessities of the manufac- 
turing world when the supply of American 
cotton was 90 largely cut ofl by the war of 
the rebellion. The line was under the 
management of Willaiiu 'F. Siearns, now 
deceased, son of the late Professor Stearns, 
of Auiherst College—a man who, going to 
India penniless, developed qualities which 
enabled him to rise on the flood tide of 
prosperity to a culo>sal fortune and high 
social position, but, as it proved, only to see 
his riches float out on the receding tide, and 
leave his family but poorly provided for at 
bis untimely death. 


Tlie Neera was lying in Suez roads, tbe 


canal being not yet open, awaiting passen- 
gers, etc , before sailing on her return voy- 
age to Bombay. The Peninsular and Oii- 
ental Company's steamship Oar.uatic was, 
also, abnut ready to sail for the same port, 
aud only waiting mails and passengers. It 
happened that the passengers for tbo two 
steamers came across the isthmus together, 
and that two old friends and schoolmates 
met, the oue to jom the Neera, the other the 
Carnatic. A day was spent by tbe friends, 
who unexpectedly met on the Egyptian 
descit, in recounting their experiences since

We legislate for the poo- 
pie of the United States, not for the wfcole 
world, and it Is our glory tbat the Ami-rl- 
can laborer is more intelligent and better 
paid than his foreign competitor. 
Our 


country cannot be independent unless Its 
people, with their abundant natural re- 
sources, possess tbe requisite skill at any 
time to clothe, arm and equip themselves 
for war, and iu lima of peace to produce al' 
the necessary implements of labor. It was 
tbe manifest intention of the founders of 


i cholcfi. 


The doctrines announced by the Chicago 


Convention are not the temporary dev'ces 
of a party to attract votes and carry an elec- 
tion. They are deliberate oouviclloua re- 
suiting from a. careful atudy of the spirit of 
our institutions, the events of our history 
aud tbe best impulses of our people. In my 
judgment these principles should control the 
legislation aud udmiuistralloD of Ihe govern- 
ment. In auy event they will gulda my 
conduct until experience points out a betler 
way. Ifolectadlt will be my purpose to 
enforce strict obedience to tic constitution 
and tbe laws, and to promote, as best! may 
the interest and honoi of tua whole country,

this he proceeded to relate, fii substance as 
follow s: 


"In my dream it appeared to me that the

I dreamed tbat our ship stopped 
until other boats came ofl' with the remain- 
der of tlie people, and that then we pro- 
ceeded." 


The narration of the dream made a pro- 


found impression upon the passengers; but 
the captain, as in duty bound, laughed it 
off. 
The young man proved a jolly sort of 


fellow, but was called "the dreamer" during 
the rest of tbe voyage.

and political riglit guaranteed by the con- 
stitution and tbe laws. Wherever tho en- 
joyment of these rights is not assiued dis- 
content will prevail, immigration will cease, 
and tho social and industrial forces will 
continue to be disturbed by tbe migration 
of laborers and the consequent diminution 
of prospenty. The National Government 


the Government to provide for the common 
defence, not by standing armies alone, but 
by raising among the people a greater army 
of artisans whose intelligence and 
skill 


should powerfully contribute to the eatety 
and glory of the nation. 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


Fortunately for the Interests of commerce 


there is no longot any formidable opposition 
to appropriations for the Improvement of 
our harbors and great navigable rivers, pro- 
vided that the expenditures for that purpose 
are strictly limited to works of national im- 
portance. The Mississippi river, with its 
great tributaries, Is of such vital Importance 
to so many millions of people that the safu- 
ty of its navigation requires exceptional 
consideration. In order to secure to the 
nation the control of all Its waters President 
Jefferaon negotiated the purchase of a vast 
territory, extending from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to the Pacific Ocean. The wisdom of 
Congress should be Invoked to devise some 
plan by which that great river shall cease 
to be a terror to those who dwell upon its 
banks, and by which Its shipping may safe- 
ly carry the Industrial products of twenly- 
Hve millions of people. The interests of

agriculture, which is the basis of all our 
material prosperity, and in which seven- 
twelfths of our population are engaged, as 
well as the interests of manufactures and 
commerce, demand that the facilities for 
cheap transportation shall be increased by 
:he use of all our great water courses. 


CHINESE EM1GHATION. 


The material interests of this country, 


tbe traditions of its settlement und the sen- 
timent of our people, have led the Govern- 
ment to oBer the widest hospitality to emi- 
grants who seek our shores lor new and 
happier homes, willing to share tlie burdens 
as well as the benefits of our society, and 
intending that their posterity shall become 
an undislUiguisbable part of our popula- 
tion. The recent movement of the Chinese 
to our Pacific coast partakes but little of 
the qualities of such an emigration either 
in its purpose or its result. 
It is too much 


like an importatiou to be welcomed without 
reatiictions, too much like an invasion to 
be looked upon without solicitude. We 
can not consent to allow any form of ser- 
vile labor to be Introduced among us under 
the guise of Immigration. Recognizing the 
gravity of this subject, the pretent admin- 
istration, supported by Congresi, has sent 
to China a commission of distinguished

nation can justly afford should be gener- 
ously given to aid the States in supporting 
common schools; but it would be unjust 
to our people and dangerous to our instltu- 
ions to apply any portion of the revenues 
of the nation to the support of sectarian 
ichools. The separation of tbe Church 
ud State in everything relating to taxation 
hould be absolute. 


THE FINANCES. 


On the subject of National Bnauces, my 


•lews have been so frequently and fully ex- 
iressed tbat little is needed in tbe way of 
dditional statement. Tbe public debt is 
low so well secured and the rate of anuna1 


merest has been so reduced by refunding 
hat rigid economy In expenditures and tbe 
althful application of our surplus revenues 
o the payment of the principal of tbe debt 


ill gradually but certainly free the people 
•cm iu burdens and close wltb honor 
he financial chapter of tbe war. At tbe 
same time the government can provide all 


ordinary expenditures and discharge Its 


sacred obligations to the soldiers of the 


citizens for the purpose of securing such 
modification of the existing treaty as will 
prevent the evils likely to arise from the 
ptesent situation. It is confidently be- 
lieved that these diplomatic negotiations 
will be successful without the loss of com- 
mercial intercourse between the two Pow- 
ers, which promises a great increase of re- 
ciprocal trade and the enlargement of our 
markets. Should these efforts fail it will 
be the duty of Congress to mitigate the 
evils already felt, and prevent their increase 
by such restrictions as, without violence or 
injustice, will place upp^n a sure foundation 
the peace of our communities and tbe free- 
dom and dignity of labor. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


Tbe appointment of citizens to the vari- 


ous Executive aud judicial offices of the gov- 
ernment is, perhaps, tbe inoat difficult of all 
duties which the constitution has imposed 
upon the Executive. Tbe Convention wise- 
ly demands that Congress shall co-operate 
with the Executive departments In placing 
civil service on a better basis. Experience 
has proved that wich our frequent changes 
of administration no system of reform can 
be made effective and permanent without 
the aid of legislation. 
Appointments to 


the military and naval service are so iegu- 
lated by law and custom as to leave but lit- 
lle ground for complaint. It may not be 
wise to make similar regulations by law for 
the civil service. But, without invading the 
authority or necessary discretion of tbe Ex- 
ecutive, Congress should devise a method 
that will determine tbe tenure of office and 
greatly reduce the uncertainty which makes 
tbat service so uncertain and unsatisfactory. 
Without depriving any officer of bin rights 
as a citizen, the government should require 
him to discharge all bis official duties with 
Intelligence, efficiency and faithfulness. To 
select wisely from our vast population those 
who are best fitted for tbe many offices to 
be filled requires an acquaintance far be- 
youd the range of any one man. The Ex- 
ecutive should, therefore, seek and receive 
tbe information and assistance of those 
whose knowledge of tbe commuuit &« in 
which tbe duties ate to be performer1 best

—There has been for some lime on ex-' 


hioition in London a seal, which, for its ex- 
traordinary intelligence, 
Is called 
"the 


learned seal." It Is kept In an immense 
tank, and has been taughl to draw a small 
boat in which is seated a lad who steers the 
craft, and whose commands are implicitly 
obeyed by tbe animal. After being un- 
harnessed the seal thrums tho stiings of a 
guitar which tbe attendants place beneath 
its fins, much to tbo delight and amuse- 
ment of the spectators.' 


—Articles made of imitation amber are 


now producc'4 in immense quantities and 
sold for the natural material. Tbe resem- 
bling substance thus employed Js principally 
colophony—a re.sin obtained by the decom- 
position of turpentine—although numerous 
other ingredients are also employed to give 
it the requisite qualities. So perfect is the 
imitation said to be that the false substance 
has the well-known electrical properties of 
tho true; and some ingeuius fabricators 
have even managed to introduce into the 
material Insects aud otliei foreign bodies to 
render the similarity more striking. 


—An Oxford museum contains a strange 


stone. It is composed of carbonaie lime, 
and was taken from a colliery drain. When 
the miueis were at work tbe watei running 
through the drain left a deposit colored black 
by coal-dust, but when they v,eie not at 
work the water ran clear and left a whita 
deposit. 
In time these black and white 


layers made a stone of cousiderablc thick- 
ness, which couslitues quite a calendar. 
Each day of work has left its black streak, 
and is followed by a white streak for the 
night. Wide white streaks mark the Sun- 
days and other holidays, from which cir- 
cumstance this remarkable stono Is called 
"The Sunday Stone." 


—On the slopes (if the volcano of San 


Salvador, in Central America, exists a 
curious intermittent sptiug. It is known 
to the natives of tbe country as the Uio 
Haido, or fugitive river. 
During seven 


consecutive years sufficient 
water flows 


from it to form a vei liable river, when, at a 
fixed time, the water suddenly disappears, 
and the bed of tbe river becomes diy and 
dusty. At the end of another period of 
seven years the water again commences to 
flow from tlie spiing. A period of flow 
covered the years from 1860 to 1873, and 
was succeeded bv a period of dryuces from 
1873 to 1880. 
In January of this year tbe 


wgter promptly reappeared. 
Tbe pheno- 


menon is not new but tbe length of tbe 
period of inlermittence and its regularity 
are remarkable in tbe present instance. 


—In discussing the cyclones which visited 


vbe Bay of Bengal Iu October, 1870, Mr. 
Elliott, meteorologist to the Bengal govern- 
ment, Incidentally gives some idea of tbe 
tremendous forces which arc developed by 
such storms. The average daily evapora- 
tion registered by tbe Bengal Instrument* 
in October !< two inches. Tbe amount of 
beat absorbed ty the conversion Into vapor 
of this amount o.' water dally over so large 
an area as tbe Bay of Bengal Is enormous. 
Roughly estimated, it is equal to the con- 
tinuous working power of 300,000 steam 
engines of 1,000 horse power each. A sim- 
ple calculation will show that it suffices to 
raise over 40,000 cubic feet of water every 
twenty-four hours from every square mile 
of the surface ofth., bay, and transport it to 
*,be clouds above. When the calculation is 
extended from a single square mile to tbe 
area of the whole Indian gulf, tbe mind is 
lost in the effort to conceive the Toice which 
in a day's time, can lift 60,000,000 tout, 
Tet i,'. would be easy to sbow tbat such 
figures, fabulous as they neem, do not 
adequately represent tbe cyclonic fcroei of 
a single storm.

North to an almost hopeless struggle in tbe 
South. Nevertheless, there is no reason 
why the bulldozers of that section should 
have It entliely their own way or be allowed 
to reap all the fruits of victory without the 
the trouble of even a formal contest. There 
is an obvious advantage of keeping up a 
Republican organization aud in developing 
as far as posoiblo a Republican spirit in tbe 
most hopelessly Democratic districts. Tbe 
Immediate benefit may not be apparent, but 
opposition is a healthful restraint upon Uie 
dominent party. To the cowed end help- 
less negro, whom the Republican party set 
free, it still owes the further duty, as far as 
in it lies, of protection and assistance. It 
docs not follow that because Republicans 
are at presant cashiered !u the South that 
they aie therefore forever disqualified from 
holding any office of profit or trust or wield- 
ing any Influence in that section. Sti 
however must be tbe case unless by keep- 
ing up tho party organization and keepitij 
alive the party spirit the Republicans are 
ready to take advantage of any change in 
the ruling public sentiment in the South 
Philadelphia Press. 


HANCOCK IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


No; ilancock has no claims upon Penn- 


sylvania. The free-trade principles of him- 
self and the party that runs him aro Inltuica 
to our present prosperity and our futuie 
prospects, and however we might feel like 
giving him a handsome complimentary vote 
the Issues at stake aro far too serious to 
trifle with. Bv honoilng him with high 
rank In the army, and enriching him be- 
sides, we bave shown our appreciation o; 
ills military services; but we are not called 
upon to sacrifice tho highest Interests of tlie 
Commonwealth at tbe request of tbe party 
which has never shown any extraordinary 
zeal for tho integrity and preservation ol 
that Commonwealth.—Lancaster New Bra 


A CONFEDERATE PENNY COLLECTION. 
Tbe Washington G:taeUe, & Couibou or- 


gan, asks its Democratic excbanses to advo- 
cate tie suggestion that ihe Confederate 
soldiers be called upon to subscribe S3 each 
for a Democratic campaign fund, and as 
"a tiibutp to the maintenance of civil lib- 
erty and free government for their poster- 
ity."

WHEREIN TWO GENERALS DIFFEK. 
The Washington Republican announces 


that there's a difference in Generals It 
says that General Hancock went Into the 
Southern department after the war and 
found the rebels all l<rw" abiding, peaceful 
and lovely. General Thomas, the man 
wliom all the soldiers loved, went there, and 
he found "that a spirit of persecution to- 
ward those in sympathy with the authori- 
ties, tlmse who rccoanize tbe rights of the 
enfranchised uegroea, and the negroes them- 
selves especially, shows Itself in utter con- 
tempt of all respect for law. Violence is 
openly talked of. The effect of this is to 
cause disturbance throughout the State by 
exciting the ruffianly portion of tbis class 
of citizens to murder, rob aud maltreat 
white Unionists and colored people in lo- 
calities where there aie no United States 
troops stationed. The local authorities of- 
ten have not the will and more often have 
not the power to suppress or prevent these 
of trages." The difference Is easily account- 
ed for. Hancock went down and drank 
the rebels' wine and feasted with them with 
his eyes shut, while old Pap Thomas went 
to do a soldier's duty. 


TUB TWO PABTIKS Cl'NTBASTED. 


The material progress of tbe country un- 


der Democratic rule was exceedingly slow.

A revenue 
tariff and free trade in ships is its present 
demand. 


The Republican party came Into power 


with treason lurking in every department 
of tbe Government, and a gigantic war 
staring it in the face. Tbe credit of the na- 
tion was so low that Buchanan bad sold 
.reasury nutos at a heavy discount. The 
national debt had increased in time of 
peace. With an emptj treasury, the credit 
of the government broken and civil war de- 
veloping, the Republicans entered into 
power. 
They raised the $6,000,000,000 


necessary to prosecute the war, fought it to 
a successful Issue, emancipated the slaves, 
and gave tbe country peace. 4flttco, they 
have reduced the national del>t.$2,000,OOQ,- 
000, reduced the interest to four per cent, 
aud its annual payment to nearly half 
what it was at tbe close of tbe war. Later 
the Republican party successfully prompted 
,be building of the Pacific railroads, which 
bind the Pacific to the,Atlantic, and have 
developed the marvelous agricultural pro- 
cess under which we raise wheat and corn 
to supply the deficiencies of the world. It 
las made this country tbe highway of the 
Oriental trade. It has stimulated manu- 
factures, mining, railroad building, and all 
forms of prosperity and wealth. The'chief 
advance in all the elements of prosperity in 
this country has occurred in the twenty 
years of Republican administration. Those 
two decades will compare, as to all the ele- 
ments of progress, with the eighty years 
that preceded them. 
Twenty years of 


Republican rule has thus done more than 
eighty years of previous rule. And lhisj 
despite the waste and paralysis of war, tbe 
closing legacy of Democratic rule.—P/Ma, 
Evening News. 


—The Nelly White, which now runs 


from New York to Coney Island, does not 
have any better luck than she did on tbe 
Delaware. 
Tbis will be evident by the 


following from yesterday's Now York Her- 
ald: 
"The Nelly White, plying from tbe 


foot of Twenty-second street, Norm river, 
and the Coney Island pier, was in collision 
with the steamer Mattewan at the foot of 
Rector street. The Richard Stockton, run- 
ning on tbe same line as the Nelly White, 
was in collision with the tug Barney Saun- 
ters , off the Battery. In the first instance 
the Mattewan was at her landing, at the 
foot of Rector street, at Pier 0, wlien the 
Nelly White, returning ou her noon trip 
I mm the pier, attempted to laud at the end 
of Pier No. 8, just above. The wind was 
blowing fiesh from the northwest, and 
when tbe Nelly White was faiily abreast 
tbe dock sho was caught by its force aud 
driven full against the Mattewan, then 
about to proceed lo Bay Ridge. The two 
steamers struck each other fairly in the 
stern; but the rail of the Maltewan being 
higher limn that of tho Nelly While, the 
latter vessel incurred the damage. lie] 
guards were broken, her rcil knocked all to 
pieces, the itancheons supporting the upper 
deck shattered, and 
general 
confusion 


brought upon her. 
Tho force of the colli- 


sion waa CUlialdciaUlc and 'Aje pHSSGUgcio 
on both boats were vet;1 uinch shaken up 
There were screams from the women, a 
dash lor tho life-preservers, and from the 
Mattewan a stampede of passengers to the 
dock. Ou board of the Nully White, the 
landing not having been made, the passen- 
gets were compelled to face the threatened 
danger and await deve'npinents. 
Fortu- 


nately the developments were not so seri- 
ous as was suggested by the blow whic! 
had passed between the two steamers. The 
Nelly White manoeuvred to roach the dock 
and make fast, and all the passengers were 
sent ashore. Her damage, although not 
serious, precluded her from continuing on 
the rente, and she was sent to Jersey City 
for repairs. Her damages v.ill not exceed 
a few hundred dollars, and tepaiisjvill soon 
be made. The damage to the Mallewan 
does not amount to uiucli beyond the de- 
struction of paint recently applied. She 
continued her tiip and ran ou her schedule 
time during the day."
